SHADES OF FDR*S “FIRST HUNDRED DAYS'*§ 


Explosive news headlines greet the new year and highlight the historical set- 
ting for the inauguration next Friday of a new president, who takes office by 
benefit of a razor-thin margin of victory in an election marked by scandals involv~ 
ing charges of corruption, fraudulent manipulations and the stuffing of ballot 
boxes far in excess of the number of registered voters in various precincts-<a con= 
test that many seasoned political observers boldly term a stolen election:

FRANKIE WHEELS AND DEALS, AND STARS COM® A*RUNNING FOR DEMOS: AP dispatch from 
New York, Jan. 5==""Frank Sinatra, phone in hand and a sandwich and beer in front of 
him,wos wheeling and dealing as he recruite tuient today for the big pre-inaugural 
gala Jan. 19 in Washington that Democrats hope will raise more than $1,000,000 to 
pay off a party campaign deficit and provide some extra cash. Actor Peter Lawford, 
President-elect Kennedy's brother-in-law, is co-producer. Looking down a list of his 
all-star cast, Sinatra said: *Gene Kelly's coming from Switzerland to dance for only 
four minutes.

known as *The Clan? in Hollywood,will be in the show; neither Dean Martin nor 
Sammy Davis Jr. Martin's working on a movie, said Sinatra, and *Sammy's worried 


about his old lady.* He referred to the expectant Mai Britt," 

This hint supplies a sequel to the marriage last October of blond, Swedish Mai 
Britt to the Negro convert to Judaism Sammy Davis Jr., who previously had declared 
with reckless abandon that he didn't care if their union resulted in polka-dot pic- 
caninnies; and to the wedding reception at which Mrs, Peter Lawford, sister of the 
president-elect, gushingly asked the ebony bridegroom, "How do you feel, Chicky 
Baby?", receiving a kiss in return and the assurance: "Man, I'm electric$"

other items created by fashion~designer Don Loper for crooner Sinatra to wear dur 
ing the Washington, D.C, ceremonies. “Hetll set these off with a black smoke pearl 
stickpin with cufflinks to match. Everything is elegantly tailored and terribly 
chic," says Loper. Reader-reaction expressed in letters-to-the-editor suggests 
that the average American is not dazzled.

(Harry Hopkins, Bernard Baruch, William Bullitt, Charles E. Bohlen, Alger Hiss, 

Dean Acheson) who set the stage for FDR's repudiation of his inaugural promise to 
drive the moneychangers from their high seats in the temple of our civilization; 
for U.S. recognition of the U.S.S.R. by an executive agreement made in a midnight 
huddle of Roosevelt, Soviet Foreign Commissar Maxim Litvinov and Dean Acheson— 
later U.S. Secretary of State, then attorney for the Soviet Union; for the sky- 
rocketing of the national debt; for FDR's headlong plunge toward war; for his bid 
for world leadership via the impending United Nations Charter, preliminary steps to 
that end being taken before his death in the United Nations Food Conference at Hot 
Springs, Virginia, the Dumbarton Oaks sessions, and the Bretton Woods agreements 
v tag? nee the foundation for a world bank and guaranteed further looting of the

ALL FEARED DEAD...(INS): ‘Snow and terrain so rough 
it ripped the soles from men*s shoes today hampered the ground search for the wreck- 
age of the TWA airliner in which Carole Lombard, screen beauty and wife of Clark 
Gable, and 21 other persons including 15 Army pilots were believed to have died in 
a crash on Nevada's lofty Table mountain last night...Miss Lombard was returning to 
los Angeles from a bond-selling expedition to Indianapolis." Dwarfed by comparism 
were the headlines over a UP dispatch recording that "Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
forces today fought stubbornly against a fierce Japanese attack by infantry, artil- 
lery and aircraft directed by superior enemy forces against the right wing of their 
northern Bataan province lines...."* 

The success of Frank Sinatra in stamping his personality on the record of the 
New Deal down the years is a fitting recognition of his talent for promoting the 
cause of "democracy"! with red-tinged, race-mizxcing movies, for sponsoring communist- 
front organizations, Aang | with New York vice czar Lucky Luciano and other 
gangland big shots, enlivening the nightclub scene with knock-down-and-drag-out 
brawls, and employing Communist=-Party members as writers of film scripts.

Mortimer, film and radio critic slugged by Frank Sinatra, today prepared to sue the 
crooner for {250,000 damages...the writer complained of suffering from a terrific 
headache ever since Sinatra stepped up from the rear and struck him behind the left 
ear at the doorway of Ciro's Cafe,.'* “SINATRA BECAME PISTOL~TOTER AFTER HOBNOBBING 
WITH LUCIANO IN CUBA...\Jhen Frankie got back here from the Cuban junket, where he 
met *Lucky* Luciano, deposed chief of the prostitution racket, he didn't wait long 
before paying his respects to the sheriff of Los Angeles County. He wanted a permit 
to pocket a pistol. And he got it...‘* Soon after the arrest for slugging Lee 
Mortimer Frankie's gun-toting license was revoked, 

The story of Hollywood's perennial Bad Boy goes on and on. “SPANK: SINATRA, 
LEGION URGED — Special to The Examiner, April 7, 1960: Edward P. Grady, Magsachu- 
setts department vice commander of the American Legion, today urged all Legion posts 
in the State to adopt a resolution condeming Frank Sinatra for hiring Albert Maltz 
to write the movie version of "The Execution of Private Slovik*,'* UP dispatch 
from Hollywood, March 23, 1960: "Frank Sinatra's hiring of writer Albert Maltz, one 
of the *Hollywood 10% red-probe writers, brought a salvo of criticism today from 
such stars as Ward Bond and Robert Taylor, ‘'Maltz*s hiring is part of a trend that 
might be called “hire the commies" club,’ said Bond. Actor John Wayne brought a 
political note into the controversy by asking how Senator John F, Kennedy felt about 
Sinatra hiring Maltz. Sinatra is a business partner and friend of actor Peter Law- 
ford, Kennedy's brother-in-law." 

Yes, indeed. Shades of FDR's First Hundred Days! What a haunted scene it is, 
this weird wonderland of FDR and JFK, peopled with the ghosts of oldtime New Deal~ 
ers whose shadowy existence endures in the effects of their evil deeds, and by a
